IF  real  merit  gires  a decided  fupe- 
riority  to  tlie  human  charafter,  you  here 
fee  a man  who  poneflesno  ordinary  claim 
to  fuchpre-eoiihence.  Without  the  ar- 
tifioal  title  to  greatncfs,  which  gives 
■^gnlty  in  other  countries,  he  is  the  ITo- 
«e  of  }/ature,  and  derives  his  pure  lin- 
cSge-frooi  fimple  worth. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  better  evidence, 
tint  this  part  of  the  portrait  is  correAly 
drawn^  than  that  Mr.  Madifon  has  foent 
a ufeful  life,  without  acquiring  a (ingle 
cifemy.  This  is  the  more  extraordina- 
ry ; Irecaufe  it  has  been  principnlly  de- 
voted to  the  fervice  of  his  country,  in 
fcenes  of  difficulty  and  enterprize,  and 
in  councils  where  paffion  fo  frequently 
overleaps  the  bounds  of  modefiy  and  mo- 
deration. A phenomenon  fo  rare,  is 
feldom  to  be  fern  in  any  country  ; but 
much  lefi  could  its  appearance  have 
been  expelled  in  America.  Yet.  here, 
amidO  the  rage  of  party  fpirit,  beneath 
•whofe  fway,  the  humble  and  the  elevat- 
ed have  iudtfcriminately  fuffered  perfe* 
cution,  like  the  oak,  Mr.  Madifon  feems 
to  have  braved  the  tempeft.  Fw»m  his 
political  opponents,  he  has  received  that 
homage,  which  leaves  his  fame  untouch- 
ed, and  his  dignity,  unimpaired.  This, 
furely,  exhibits  an  illuflriou  example 
of  the  potency  of  Virtue  in  making 
Prejudice  tributary  to  its  charms,  and  of 
bearing  the  foul  away  captive,  againft 
our  own  will. 

Mr.  Madifon,  like  his  noble  friend, 
the  Prefident,  was  born  in  an  age  of 
great  event*.  Congeniality  of  educa- 
tion. of  fentiment  and  purfuit,  had  fitted 
th-fe  great  men  to  (bine  in  the  highed 
fobere  of  aftion,  amidft  thofe  brilliant 
fcenes.  which  ultimately  unfolded  the 
unparalleled  genius  and  dignity  of  the 
American  charafler.  It  is  to  their  immor- 
tal honor,  that  they  have  never  for  a 
moment, deviated  from  each  other  m po- 
litical opinion  and  friendfhip;  for  great 
men  are  born  to  “ fwav  the  wildernefs 
of  free  minds."  and  fhould  never  be  fena- 
rated.  Wbilft  the  one  devoted  his  time 
to  a variety  of  fuhiefis  in  Literature  and 
Philofonhv,  the  other,  principally  made 
the  fcience  of  Legidation.  the  dudy  of 
his  life.  Let  it  not  be  underdood,  how- 
ever, that  Mr.  Madifon  is  deficient  in 
anv  of  that  variegated  knowledge,  winch 
Ihould  be  acquired,  by  the  datefman.^e 
philofopher  and  the’  gentleman.  His 
fpeeches  evince  an  intimate  acquaint 
ance  with  hldoryand  jurifpruden^ ; and 
his  writings  hear  everv  imprelfion  of 
found  logic,  refined  by  rhetoric,  ^ 
Tides  thefe  more  elevated  accomplilh- 
ments,  and  a 

7vlr-  Madifon  tpeaks  French  with  confi- 
der.able  elegance  and  eafe. 

The  P.atitieal  Cha.rafter  of  this  gen 
tlenian,  (hines  with  didinguidied  ludre 
in  the  annals  of  this  empire.  His  prin- 
ciples, upfn'lled  by  the  prejudices  of  par- 
ty fpirit.  emanare  from  mamre  delibera- 
tion : are  equally  the  offspring  of  an 
honed  hea't,  and  an  intelleft  that  em- 
braces with  wonderful  perfpiciiity  and 
precifioh  the  whole  range  of  Political 
Sc’ence,  and  the  trne  genius  and  intered 
of  his  country.  To  thefe  principles  he 
feems  to  have  adhered,  amidd  all  the  re- 
volutions of  partv.  w .ththat  calra.unde- 
viatiog  fpirit,  which  conldonlv  flow  from 
coiifcious  integrity,  and  an  underdand' 
ing  conviited  by  reafon. 

Mr.  'Madifon,  like  his  illudrious| 


f of  bringing  the  underfiandiag  and  the 
fubjedl  in  uiiifoi],  that  we  arc  willing  to 
becoipe  wife  at  the  erpenfe  of  our  a- 
mpfemchts.  full  andniajeflic,bercfem-. 
bles  the  profound  river,  which  keeps  the 
even  tenor  ot  its  way,  without  uoife  or 
foam. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  man  in  America 
whofe  principles,  and  wliofe  mode  of 
reafoning  from  them,  are  more  fiiitabi 
to  a rcjiublicai'  cabinet,  than  thofe  of 
Mr.  Madifon.  Republics  are  naturally 
founded  on  good  feiifc  and  virtue.  They 
ate  philofoptiic  fydems  ; becaufe  their 
elements  toi  m an  enlightened  combina- 
tion of  all  the  attributes  of  reafon  and 
moraiicy.  Corrupt  governments,  alone, 
require  corrupt  modes  of  thinking,  and 
of  aefion,  for  the  lupport  of  their  trail- 
(itory  principles.  Hence,  whiitt  in  re- 
public, we  fee  Madifon  as  a ItWefmai; 
and  orator,  appealing  to  the  plaiVfenf' 
of  the  mind,  tocomOat  error,  and^ en- 
force right,  we  fometimes  hear  the  'Tt'* 
fic  of  the  Iphercs"  from  the  filvei 
toiigued  Chatliam,  to  lull  our  reafon  a 
deep,  ill  fiipportiiig  the  profligate  p'  iii- 
cipics  of  a lir.t'ih  adininiltration.  Thus 
Mr.  Madifon  would  never  be  able  t 
produce  a revolution  where  all  th 
I'prings  of  right  reafe  n have  been  com- 
pletely worn  out,  and  faciificcd  to  tm 
eflfervelTence  of  the  palTioiis — He  would 
not  be  able  to  appe,afc  the  (forms  and 
convullions  of  ftate  by  the  effedl  of  mere 
reafoning,  as  an  orator  ; becaufe  in  this 
cafe,  the  voice  of  reafon  is  never  heard. 
He  is  better  prepared  to  call  back  the 
paflions  of  men  from  their  gentle  wan- 
derings and  deviations  to  a ftate  of  order- 
ly fociety,  to  heal  the  wounds  of  a fickly 
conftitution,  and  to  eftablilh  the  empire 
of  reafon,  upon  a firm  bafis.  This  poiiii 
once  gained,  he  doubtlels,  poflTeffes  tha. 
foperlative  capacity  which  can  maintain 
ins  cxiftence  in  fecurity,  by  the  combi 
nation  of  great  ability  and  mM^ration 
Had  Mr.  Madifon  liecn  morejK^^nt, 
it  is  probable  that  he  would  ^^wi^een 
left  profound,  and  of  courfe,  lew  uteful 
as  an  American  ftatefman.  For  altlio 
elocution  and  found  logic  are  not,  per- 
haps, imcompatible  with  each  other,  as 
inteliedlual  attainments,  yet  they  arc 
feldom  united  in  the  fame  perfon.  Few 
men  have  appeared  in  the  world  where 
they  have  been  eminently  blended  in  the 
fame  mind.  Eloquence  depends  moftly 
upon  native  genius ; profound  refeanch 
aiid  logical  arrangement  and  delivery, 
upon  capaci^,  acquired  by  intgnfe  ap- 
plication. The  one  is  tlie  effeft  of  a 
vivid  im-tgination  fporting  with  all  the 
vifible  objefts  in  nature;  the  other  of 
an  expanded  intelligence,  Cowly  deduc- 
ing, arranging  and  combining  the  com- 
ponent principles  of  a fubjeft,  to  produce 
a whole.  The  one  appeals  to  the  heart, 
and  plays  upon  the  paffions  ; it  deals- in 
vifions,  and  fpreads  a delightful 
chaiitment  before  the  eyes,  to  take  the 
underftanding  captive.  The  other  ap- 
peals to  our  reafon  ; and  gently  taking 
us  by  the  hand,  points  out  the  feparate 
patlis  of  truth  and  error.  Properties  fo 
variant,  nature,  perhaps,  never  intended 
(bould  be  combined  in  a very  eminsv. 
degree.^When  Tullv  appeared  «‘i  th 

Cl i.u  i-ountrymen  ..unnuered  him 

to  be  the  greateft  man  in  the  world. 
He  feemed  to  (land  upon  the  earth,  and 
reach  the  Heavens.  When  he  qisit  the 
hall  of  the  fenate  for  the  groves  o(F  the 
academy,  to  cultivate  philofophy,  Tully 
was  a fool.

The  culture  of  the  whit^mulkprry 
trees  was  began  in  this  town  more  than 
thirty  years  fince,  bv  MelTrs.  Hanks  £t 
.\fpenwell,  who  became  polTeired  of  that 
arde?  which  bordered  on  enthufiafm  for 
the  raifing  of  lilk.  This  was  produced 
bv  reading  the  late  celebrated  doflor 
Elliot's  fmall  treatise  on  the  field  of  huf- 
bandry.  Ho  pains  were  rhniiglii  ii>u 
much  by  them,  the  accomplilh  to  objefts 
of  their  wilhes  ; voyages  to  Long  Ifland 
were  made,  and  journies  to  the  weftern 
parts  of  this  ftate,  until  after  feveral 
unfuccefsful  attempts,  they  procured 
the  feed  of  the  fo  much  defired  tree.  A 
nurfery  was  fown  or  planted,  from  which 
many  young  tr^es  were  taken  and  fet 
out  on  land  favourable  for  their  growth. 

As  this  is  hixliriant.in  its  growth,  and 
foon  produces  fruit,  other  nu’-feries 
were  fown,  and  about  the  time  that  tlir 
legiflature  gave  a bounty  upon  the  rai- 
fiiig  of  raw  filk,  and  afterwards  a further 
encouragement  for  fetting  out  and  cul- 
tivating the  mulberry  tree,  there  was 
about  t8o  lbs.  weight  of  filk,  produced 
in  the  town-— This  encouraged^  num- 
ber of  nerfons  to  petition  ^Jkneral 
alTembly  for  an  aift  of  incorpo1^ioi\and 
they  and  their  alTiciates  wei^  made  a 
body  corporate  and  politic  with  ample, 
powers,  and  an  exemption  from  taxa- 
ation  for  twelve  years,  for  any  works  or 
machinery  necelTary  to  carry  on  the  bu- 
finefs.  No  advantage  of  this  charter  was 
hid  by  the  incoriioration  as  no  (kilful 
«4bikmen  could  be  procured  —The  hu- 
finefs,  however,  was  continued  with  ar- 
dor, the  (late  bounties  or  premiums  were 
difrontinued.  It  was  long  'before  the 
knowledge  of  the  beft  method  of  finding 
and  ordering  the  filk  worms  wis  obtain- 
ed, and  of  reeling  and  fpiniiing  the  filk, 
all  of  which  has  now  become  fomiliar.’
